But il Greeley and his parly want to restrain 
disousfiou or licentiousness, let them make a 
aw; re»enact the dd sedition law, or modify 
I to suit the times, and let the people see 
precisely whers the limit oi tree discussion 
ends. Let us have law If It ba a bad law, and 
let us have done with this discretion, wh.ch Is 
but another name for tyranny. 

There are two or three papers South— the 
Rtlelgh Progress and Standard and Augusta 
Chronicle— strongly suspected In that region 
tor disloyalty, and one Governor Brown, of 
Qcorf ia, is no belter ic ihe estimation ol the 
■MM, We have been expecting that they 
would be dried up by the despotism in that 
tt i .ion. They only live by a hesitating Inclin- 
ation toward toleration, which, we think, is 
rather a poor security. 

We are not afraid of discussion ourselves, 
co matter how It Is conducted. If the people 
are not wise enough or patriotic enough to 
tret along with it, they are not fit for free gov- 
ernment, and we had as well know it now as 
any time. 

Who Is invested with the right la this cenn ry 
to say what men shall speak, write, hear or 
read? Who are to be set as gnardians over men 
acd women to supervise their reading? If we 
have any endowed with divine wisdom and an 
tborily, let them be made a committee to see 
what botks acd newspapers people may read 
Is R not marvelous that a party proteasing 
to be figntlng for democratic institutions 
should have only a hesitating inclination to 
tolerate free discs* ion, and betray an utter 
distrust of popular judgment and patriotism? 
It was not the people made all this difficulty 
It was the politicians, who now would not al-. 
low the people to read what they deem heter- 
odox, lest the people may do wrong— that is, 
put them cut of office and power, for that is 
whst is feared.

ing, in spite of the success, „ -.til even after 
s maJc our national bonus will con- 
tinue to fall in the market. 

e of the chief e)emcn:s to cause s declice 
U s redunJant currency. Government stocks, 
like every thing e'ss, sre governed by the nat- 
ural lawa of supply and demant. 1 . As an 
overstocked market will reduce the compara- 
tive value of gralr, so au exsers of any cur- 
rency, beyond the wants of the people, will 
depreciate Its value. 

That there is a redundant currency now Is 
known. It is excusable, because the Govern- 
ment v.as, In a measure, forced to create it 
and put it into circulation. It might have 
been better uiausged, so that the redundancy 
wouid be less t,nd the actual revenue to meit 
i created by it better wet; but it 
is too late now to discuss that. The e.il has 
nd all that remain, is to use the 
best means to prevent ibj Increase, and to re« 
the volum\ i! -passible. The Govern- 
ment ou<ht to oo seeking u.e»as lo withdraw 
considerable proportion ci its legal- tender 
notes, and cancel them, as well as the still 
more dangerous issue of tho national banks. 
The latter ou^ht, by all meaiu, to be checked. 
It is aaauinlrg proportions frightful to bual- 
8o far from any efforts being made 
to check or leduce it, every encouraze- 
ment is given, boih by the Federal and some 
of the at.t.a Governments, to increase it. 

The great Slate of New Toik, for example, 
has, through Its Legislature, passed an ena- 
bling act, the (lT:ct of which is to too greatly 
encourage the national backs. The effect In 
any State wou'd be great, but In the great 
mocey cmter of New fork city, which is em- 
braced under the law, It will be excessively 
great. It will turn iato that channel ail the 
vast bsrkirg capital of that city and State. 

These State banks thus converted iato na- 
tional bank? will put cut their proportion of the 
national capital as rapidly as possibly, but the 
redemption of their old notes will bd a matter 
of time. Thin both issues, S'.ate and national, 
from these b^nkin,; institutions will bs in the 
market at the same time, for there is no pro- 
vision that these »ld Issues shill be drawn in 
In proportion as their national currency is 
sent out. Thus it is certain tba. for a consid- 
erable time th? new Issue will be greatly in ad- 
vance of the Trittdrawal of issues new ard 
old. 

The national br.nlilcg law rr <iilres them lo 
deposit In Washington oue-thlrd cf their capi- 
tal in United Slates bonds. They will natur- 
ally require something available to represent 
this deposit, and the result will be that their 
Issues «■ greatly exceed whattfcey have ever 

•ch In the past or the present. 

With all these causes at woik, a redundancy 
far excecaing anything we have yet seen will 
be sure to come, unless some speedy means 
are takea to check it. If they are not, the 
dacgers suggested by Prof. Goldwin Smith, of 
a crash In enr finances, la eplte oi cur victo- 
ries, will bo eu-e to come. Where to Hod the 
remedy must command the skill of the Treas- 
urer. That strict hmi s to txpansioa onght 
to be made is certali;, and it has btot suggest- 
ed that a considerable and BjagTAl part of the 
rtvenue ought te lie tpprcprlated to the re 1 
demptlon of the legal tender notes. This Is 
but one way, and it ou?ht to be but cne out 
oi many.

Put a pin there. That is the first meeting 
we have seen proposed in any "loyal" pr.per 
to relieve the white refugees wlio coma iuo 
Washington since the war begun. 

We know that numcroc; meetings have 
>sen held and sums appropriated to feed, 
clothe and educate the blacks, but this is the 
first movement that has come to our knowl- 
edge looking to the relief of the whites. 

Congress has established a "freedman's 
bureau," to take care that the winds or Heaven 
shall not visit too roughly the black sheep of 
theflick.butthe white must jast stand it. 
Aid societies of all kinds have directed their 
benevoleccj towards the teller of the negro, 
and swift Yankee schoolmasters and school 
msr'ms have hurried to give to the off-spring 
of the children of Ham instruction, but the 
suffering white mo.her and her children, who 
have given up all for their country, have had 
no aid from the benevolent sotiuiics or other 
societies of the District of Columbia. Lit us

Oae of the sol- 
diers "pressed" a sllyer lever watch off the 
mantlepiece, but when charged by me he had 
the hardihoc d to deny the Mt Captain P*r:- 
dge then adminis'ered «n oath to him, and 
i asked him if he took it; he swore he had 
1 Tee Captaio then prononr.c?d him inno- 
cent, and declared he would rather believe the 
negro lhau me Capt. P. also ordered me to 
ellver up some watches I had in my pocket, 
brlorgiri; to my customers, as I am a watch- 
maker, threatening to use physical force il I re- 
sisted. I gave him three— retaininc one. He 
also compelled my daughter to deliver up to 
him the key ol her wcrk-box, which he then 
opened, and abstracted therefrom one pair ol 
ear-rings. In additiou, he took from me one 
double barreled fowling-piece, some ammu- 
nition, two bridle*, a baiter and aurcicgle. 
Before they left my premises, these soldiers 
broke open my henhouse and robbed me oi 
'xtcen chickens. 

The next day Col. Glenn relurccd me only 
ah; ut tw.i-th'.rds of the stolen property, stat- 
ttg to me, for my consolation, that, -'no 
oubt the residue would turn up shortly."

In Its beautiful simplicity strong enough for 
the salvation of the nation. 8o cays one of the 
chief organs of the party in power. 

We don't think any such credit due the 
Constitution. Neither its grants of power 
nor its positive prohibitions have been re- 
garded. 

A President is elected, after the old fashion 
In form, sod so are Congressmen. Bat here 
in Kentucky the military eettle who shall no 
run for office, and who shall not vote. What- 
ever merit there is in this does cot certainly 
belong to the Constitution. 

What the Constitution forbids is done dally 
to save the nation. Certainly the merit of the 
acts do not belong to the Constitution. The 
doctrine Is, that the military may be nsed at 
discretion to do whatever the commander 
may deem necessary. This Is, indeed, very 
simple; but certainly the merit of the doctrine 
does not belocg to the Constitution 

The Constitution does not provide a simple 
system of government. It la full of limits up 
on power acd numerous checks and balances, 
which, it is maintained, cannot be observed in 
war times. Il ll Indispensable to set these 
•Aide for the sake of aimplicity and effective- 
nees to save the nation. Let Greeley A Co. 
take the merii of their exploits themselves 
and not attribute it to the Constitution. It It

There la, ol course, no difficulty in trumpin/ 
up a charge to prefer agalnat any one; ana, as 
there U no trial cr examination, except to take 
the fit *ive before the chief alcalde and mike a 
formal demand and Identify the person. It 
np-na the door to tha rebels to drag from the 
friendly and central thoree of Mf x'.co any 
one who may be thought to be hostile to the 
Confederate eause, or who may be useful as a 
conscript. It waa officially given out, how- 
ever, that fugitive slaves were not suxrerder- 
ad. 

There Is unquestionably an attempt on the 
part of the Browns v'dle rebels and their sym 
pathi'ivs In Matamoras to complicate the rela 
tons t x'stlcg between the raited Slates acd 
Meiico, and, If possible, provoke hostilities 
By this means they hope to call In the all of 
France, and thus bring the we'ght of that 
power to bear on the rebel side in the great 
contest that has been waged for four years, 
and with results so unexpected and di -heart- 
enlcg to the rebels. The refusal of our Gov- 
ernment to reccgn'z'i Maximi'ian is artfully 
uoed by public enemies in this country to 
serve their ends, and stir up a reeling of re- 
sentment against this country in Mexico. 
This appears to be the cause of Ba the diffi- 
culty. 

BoiLXJt EirLWios.— On laat Thursday, 
about 12' j o'clock, the boiler of a saw-mill, 
on Hon. Arch.
